OTTAWA (CP)—The Gordon 
Commission has rejected pro- 
posals by farm bodies that agri- 
culture be protected by parity 
prices. 

The commission, endorsing 
the government's present price 
support policy, said the props 
should be used only to “mitigate 
distress” and not to encourage 
over production. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture has proposed that 
price supports be based on 65 
to 85 per cent of so-called parity. 
Prairie farmers’ unions have 
proposed farmers be guaranteed 
full price parity 

Parity would relate the sell- 
ing price of farmers’ production 
to their production and living 
costs. If these costs rose, say 
farmers, then parity prices 
should also rise 

“We believe that the deter- 
mination of support prices on 
the advice of a full-time board 
would be preferable to the appli- 
cation of more or less automatie 
formulae,” the commission said.

They 
Sat together in the legislative 
chamber until 1953, when 
Harold, resigned and later was 
elected to Parliament as mém 
ber for Vancouver East. 

Their combined 23 years and 
four months of legislative serv 
ice easily surpassed the former 
record of Britain's Joseph and 
Austen Chamberlain.

N NOVEMBER 28 LAST THE 
Federal Government announced 
that Hungarian refugees would be 
admitted to Canada without limit. 
That decision met with the unani- 
mous approval of Parliament. It 
was approved by all the provinces. 
It was approved, we believe, by a 
vast majority of the Canadian people. 
Without public announcement 
that policy has been quietly re- 
pealed. The door has been» closed 
against the victims of the Russian 
terror. It has been closed to meet 
the convenience of Liberal and 
Conservative politicians. It has been 
closed to the nation’s shame. 

Mr. — Pickersgill announced the 
policy of unlimited. Hungarian im- 
migration after he had sounded out 
the provincial governments and 
found them favorable. He was 
especially anxious to secure the 
approval of the Conservative Gov- 
ernment of Ontario, the largest 
province and, of course, the largest 
factor in the approaching national 
election, Twenty-four hours after 
Premier Frost had given his blessing, 
the Federal Government stated that 
Canada would accept any refugees 
who cared to gome here and would 
pay their passage. 

Specifically, Mr. Pickersgill com- 
mitte@~ the Goverment to “accept 
10,000 refugees by January 31 and 
some 14,000 in the spring, a total 
of 24,000. But until a few days 
ago the policy of unlimited admis- 
sion stood and the total of 24,000 
could be expanded if more refugees 
wished to come here. 

Then the Government, by an 
administrative act which was not 
announced publicly, ceased to grant 
more visas to Hungarians. There 
may be a few exceptional cases but 
for all practical purposes the figure 
of 24,000 represents Canada’s total 
offer of freedom to the refugees. 

Why this change of policy dis- 
guised as a mere administrative 
ruling? The answer will be found 
in the politics of Ontario. 

About the middle of December 
Premier Frost had second thoughts 
At first- favorable to Hungarian 
immigration, he circularized the On-

These are lame and humiliating 
excuses. If other nations fail in their

son from baseball 

He’ has reportedly turned down 
an offer of $50,000 plus other con- 
siderations to play one year for the 
New York Giants to whom he was 
traded by Brooklyn. 

The Jackie Robinson story is pre- 
dominantly a subject for baseball en- 
thusiasts. But it is much more than 
that. It is an important chapter in 
the history of the Negro to win a 
place in society on the basis of merit 
alone. 

Jackie Rebinson broke the taboo 
against his race in the major leagues. 


He was the first Negro player to be 
signed by a team in the top echelon 
of his particular sport. By his per- 
formance, his sportsmanship and his 
general behaviour he became a na- 
tional figure of high esteem. 

. Since he was admitted to a realm 
which formerly drew a color bar, 
many other fine Negro athletes have 
been accepted and have proved their 
merit. 

Jackie Robinson struck a great 
blow for desegregation in his partic- 
ular field—a blow by a baseball bat 
in highly competent hands that at 
the same time pushed back discrim- 
ination. His service to sports was 
great.

The risks involved in operating diesels 
without firemen afe enormously smaller 
than the risks we al] run on the roads 
every . day. 

If that were not so, the CPR would 
hurt itself by doing without firemen. Its 
business depends on ,public confidence in 
the safety it ensures for passengers and 
property. And there is every evidence 
that it is not proposing any undue 
risks. 

To take only, one example, the British 
railways in the region south of London 
| have for twenty years operated one of 
the most intensive passenger train -ser- 
vices in the world—where hundreds of 
| trains go over the same tracks each 
L.twenty-four hours—with only one man 
in the’ cab of the electrified trains. 

Although .diesels.are only just com- 
ing into mainline service in Britain, the 
| management of the publicly-owned rail- 
way system is already negotiating with 
| the union to reduce the crew in the cab 


from two to one, for both passenger and 
freight services; in switching operations 
there is already only one man. 

This surely invalidates the strange 
argument that the CPR ought to retain 
tiremen because the~United States rail- 
roads have them, 

The tirengen’s argument about safety. 
cannot command public sympathy. But, 
before anyone gets angry about the 
strike, he ought to ask himself this 
question: How would I like to be told 
that my job is unnecessary? o 

That is the unfortunate position the 
firemen are in. It is surely um@erstand- 
able that they resent it, even though 
those who would be displaced are being 
offered other work on the CPR at the 
same pay: The men are not striking for 
money. The strike is rather an expres- 
sion of pride in the job they have been 
doing. It springs from a ratural desire 
to carry on as they have ben used to 
working. 

That is a sufficiently strong. motive 
in all of us to be understandable even 
when it is misguided. There is a.public 
duty on. all sides to recognize this and 
to try to’ avoid bitterness, which will only 
hurt all concerned—the workers them- 
selves, the railway company and the 
country at large.

‘Tt is clear enough that the

® posal of our schools and uni- 


versities and even of many of 
our churches are insufficient to 
maintain decent living stand 
ards for the devoted men and 
women whose life work is to 
train the minds and develop 
the character of our young peo 
ple;” said Mr. Muir. “In this 
we are failing to make the full 
est and wisest use of key human 
resources; we are failing to give 
them a reward consistent either 
with equity or incentive; and 
we are endangering therefore 
the future welfare of our whole 
economy 


CRISIS IN EDUCATION 

“The present economic posi 
tion of the teaching profession 
is an anomaly. The economic 
position of all teachers has de- 
teriorated relative to other pro- 
fessions of comparable training 
and responsibility, and relative 
to the working force as a whole. 
Thus the teacher today finds 
himself in the same occupa- 
tional ‘depressed area’ which 
he occupied as long ago as 
1776. With the present dispar 
ity between the salaries we pay 
our teachers, and the salaries 
we pay for comparable talent 
elsewhere, we cannot expect to 
recruit or to retain enough 
qualified men and women to 
maintain our present teaching 
standards in our schools and 
universities. 

“Here then is a case where 
the allocation of our human re- 
sources would seem to be un- 
responsive to the ordinary oper- 
ation of the price mechanism. 
But this is only partly true. In 
fact, the supply of teachers is 
likely over a period of time to 
be only too responsive to the 
price mechanism; the market 
will work only too well and we 
shall lose much of what is best 
in our educational practice 
through the spread of too small 
a staff over too many courses 
and. students, and through the 
deterioration of the staff itself. 

“We as citizens must, through 
government, business, or indi- 
vidual action ensure that our 
schools and universities are pro- 
vided with sources of fands 
sufficient to attract, to retain 
and to replenish those human 
resources of talent, training and 
experience that teaching re- 
quires.” 


INFLATION STILL THREAT 

The continuing threat of in- 
flationary pressure, some of 
them from new and unexpected 
quarters, was also emphasized 
by Mr. Muir, who expressed the 


CAN PRESENT CURBS 
HALT INFLATION? 


“There are at least two 
sources in inflationary pres- 
sure which the Central Bank, 
with its present powers, will 
find it difficult to reach,” 
said Mr. Muir 

“First, it is possible, even 
with no increase in the money 
supply, .to increase the ac- 
tivity of that supply by put 
ting otherwise idle funds 
into the hands of spenders 
through the ordinary devices 
provided by the capital mar 
ket 
‘Second, it is possible, with 

increase in the money 
supply, to increase the funds 
available to businessmen 
and consumers from sources 
other than the financial in- 
stitutions ordinarily control- 
led by our monetary author- 
ities 

“In both cases, we have, in 
the classic phrase, an in 
crease in the ‘velocity of cir- 
culation’, but the implica- 
tions for policy are suffi- 
ciently different to merit 
separate treatment 

“It would seem to be at 
least open to doubt whether 
the present facilities and 
techniques available to our 
monetary authorities are 
sufficiently wide in scope to 
deal with present-day prob- 
lems of credit control. The 
classical weapon upward 
movement of Interest rates, 
largely through commercial 
banks—may by itself prove 
an impotent policv. It may 
be taking too positive a view 
of a distant scene, but it 
would at least appear that, 
in order to be fair and in 
order to achieve the best 
results, our monetary and 
credit contro] may have to 
embrace a wider area of our 
financial world than it now 
does 

“A rigorous monetary pol- 
icy has already enjoyed a 
large measure of success in 
the traditional area of bank 
credit. Its over-all. success 
may depend in large meas- 
ure .on the efficacy of the 
voluntary arrangements al- 
ready reached in the non- 
bank area, or on the exten- 
sion of credit control by the 
Central Rank or other oreans 
of government to include 
this increasingly important 
source of liquid funds.”

“The Bank of Canada and the 
chartered banks have co-oper- 
ated within the broad frame- 
work of monetary policy to re- 
duce to almost negligible pro- 

rtions the net inflationary ef- 
ect of chartered bank opera- 
tions.

Where Was Chess Invented? 


Chess has been played for 
hundreds of years. A good deal 
of time has been spent on trac- 
ing the history of the game. 
Some of the theories set forth 
about its invention have been 
very fanciful and exaggerated. 
There are some people who say 
it started 4,000 or 5,000 years 
ago. And there are various argu- 
ments that it began in Persia, 
Rome, India, Greece, Egypt or 
Babylon. 

The reliable clues about the 
history of chess are hidden in 
old letters, documents and other 
records of the past. For in- 
stance, we know that chess was 
played in Europe some 900 years 
ago. In a letter of 1061, a cer- 
tain bishop is scolded for wast- 
ing too much time at the game. 
In 950, an Arabian writer named 
Masudi wrote of the chess 
played in his day. He compares 
it with the chess games played 
by generations before his time 
Sorting these facts is a tedious 
job. What's more, though it 
may prove that chess was played 
1,000 years ago we are not cer 
tain how long before this time 
it was played. Though we have

FOR FARMERS 
Parity 
Prices

OTTAWA (CP)—The Gordon 
Commission has rejected pro- 
posals by farm bodies that agri- 
culture be protected by parity 
prices. 

The commission, endorsing 
the government's present price 
support policy, said the props 
should be used only to “mitigate 
distress” and not to encourage 
over production. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture has proposed that 
price supports be based on 65 
to 85 per cent of so-called parity. 
Prairie farmers’ unions have 
proposed farmers be guaranteed 
full price parity. 

Parity would relate the sell- 
ing price of farmers’ production 
to their production and living 
costs If these costs rose, say 
farmers, then parity prices 
should also rise 

“We believe that the deter- 
mination of support prices on 
the advice of a full-time board 
would be preferable to the appli- 
cation of more or less automatic 
formulae,” the commission said.
